THE HORSE'S FEET. 


Teat Care Essential to Keeping: Them In B 


Good and Healthy Condition. 


The foot is one of the most important 
nd complicated members of the horse 
conoray; moreover, it is a member 
more liable to injury and disease than 
ny other part of the animal. And 
et, how many of the readers are there 
aat ever give any especial attention 
0 the condition and care of their 


ss' feet' Many appear to believe 


bat the only attention the feet of a 
orse require is to be re-shod whenever 
1 shoe 
becomes 
loosened or lost, 


vhether it is in one or six months. 


While bad shoeing is undoubtedly 


he most prolific cause of diseases of 
lie feet, due laigely to the deplorable 
:ondition of our pie'sent farrier system, 
till there are many other matters m 
he care of the feet that every farmer 
an and ought to look after. 
Xhr6ugh 


his carelessness and inattention, and 
may say ignorance, especially on the 
irt of the average farrier, more horses 


aie either blemished, permanently in- 
ured or ruined than by any other 
method 
An occasional systematic in- 


pection ot the feet and limbs should 
be made, to see that they are being 
kepi in the propel healthy condition, 
i'hia will enable the owner to discovei 
any slight injuiy or disease in the 
arlier stages when treatment is com 
Mratively simple, and recovery much 
nore ceitam 
il will also cultivate a 


mbit of observation that will be inval- 
uilile to every hot-vO-owner 


Whether at work or standing idle, 


ill dirt and manure collecting in the 
hoe should be daily removed, prefer- 
ibly at evening, with a blunt-pointed 
ion instrument. 
If allowed to remain 


t dries, retains or ineieases the heat 
of the foot, and tends to drying and 
)rittleness of the sole. Duung the 
winter there is veiy little danger fiom 
trying aud contraction, but during the 
leat and droughts of summer the dan- 
~er is greatly mci eased. 
Horses that 


ire constantly kept on dry roads or 
laved streets, or dry stables are quite 
lable to sufier from over-drying, bim- 
)Ie contraction, however, must not be 
ionfounded with the contraction which 
so fiequently results from various dis- 
eases of the feet. 
The former oc- 


curs 
only 
occasionally, 
but the 


atter veiy frequently. 
One ot the 


most common (auses of contraction 
:rom drying is the prevailing custom 
it lamers to mutilate the hoof by ex- 
cessive rasping and paling. In their 
opinion, an animal is not properly 
.hod unless a large part ot the surface 
jorn—the gieat safeguard against ex- 
cessive drying—is removed. 
The pro- 


gress of contraction can very readily 
je seen by observing the heels and 
Tog. 
As contiaclion goeson the heels 


approach each other—"turn m"—and 
the frog becomes dry, hard and dimin- 
shed in size. An excellent method is 
to keep accurate measurements of the 
'eet, taken when they are in good con- 
lition. These can be used as a ready 
neans of compaiibon, and will indicate 
the degree of contraction at any time. 


Wetting the feet frequently, especial- 


y when heated, while answering a 
nery good purpose in many eases, is a 
questionable piactico. 
Better to allow 


he horse to stand tor several hours 
taily HI apuildk' of clay or water-bath 
lust deep enough to cover thp hoots. 
-Turning the horse on a wot pasture lor 
several days, pastuiing at night, or 
ven foi a few houis m the rooming 
where there are heavy dews, all are 
beneficial. 
It must not be torgotten 


that after such soaking or moistening 
the hoots are, to] a time, even more 
susceptible to diymg influences than 
befoie, so that to counteract this ten- 
dency, a suitable hoof ointment should 
bo repeatedly applied after the soak- 
ing 
These hoot ointments can very 


tiequently be employed to advantage 
ito prevent excessive drjing, not only 
after soaking, but whenever the hoof is 
drying from other causes, and especial- 
ly after tne hoof has been unduly 
rasped by the f airier. 
An excellent 


simple ointment for this purpose is a 
mixtuie of equal parts of the best pine 
iar and vaseline, to be applied daily as 
long as required. 
A horse should not 


be allowed to stand on or near heating 
manure, in nrine, or on any decompos- 
ing matter. It injures the quality of 
the hoof, rendering it dry and brittle. 


In recent bruises, pricks, strains or 


other injuries to the feet where inflam- 
mation is liable to result, cold water is 
one of the best applications to keep 
down 
the 
inflammation. 
Loosely 


fasten a piece of old blanket or sacking 
about the injured foot, and keep it sat- 
urated with cold water until tho in- 
flammation is reduced. In very severe 
cases, or in those not promptly attend- 
ed to, a warm poultice may be sooth- 
ing. 


Rest is an all-important part of the 


treatment. If this is neglected, and 
the animals kept at work, or it it is not 
promptly and propeily treated, struct- 
ural changes may soon occui, which 
will render the case very difficult to 
cure, or perhaps altogether incurable. 
Too much importance can not be given 
to the early, proper care of all injuries 
and diseases of the feet. Rest, with- 
out tieatinent, is usually better than 
treatment without rest, but to secure 
the best results the two must be com- 
bined. 


In the case of strains and sprains, 


the animal should be allowed to resl 
for seveial days, or in severe cases foi 
several weeks, after an apparent com- 
plete recovery, otheiwise a return oi 
the lameness in an aggravated form fre- 
quently lesults. In all cases of wounda 
that are discharging, a free opening 
should be made for the discharge of the 
ous^ the cavity should be thoroughly 
swabbed out with some astringent anti 
septic wash, (as sulphate of copper 
or 
zinc, carbolic 
acid, etc., one 


dram in a pint of water), and dressed 
ivith tar. Perfect cleanliness should 
be observed; all wounda should be 
carefully cleaned and the foot band- 
aged, when necessary, to retain the 
dressing and keep out the dirt. 
Dur- 


ing the enforced rest the animal should 
be kept on a restrictive laxative diet 
when again put to work, it should be 
gradual, until there is no danger of a 
recurrence of the injury.—Dr. E. L 
Ktlborn, m Rural Neit) Yorker.

Mr. Johns and the Taxea. 


The Herald iu its malignity only sees 


fit to mention what it imagines is detri- 
mental to the interests of Mr. Johns and 
his conduct as state's attorney. Not one 
thing said against the Republican can- 
didate for state senator has any founds-' 
tion in either law or decency. It is 
purely a spirit of revenge for failing or 
refusing to pay the Herald for its prof- 
fered support that has inspired this 
senseless attack upon him. Mr. Johns 
was state's attorney at a time when it re- 
quired ceaseless vigilance to protect the 
interests of Macon county.

The 
state's attorneys of other counties paid 
no attention to this important matter, 
but solely through Mr. Johns's efforts 
tbere has been secured to Maoon county 
8753568 and interest, and to Logan 
county 84889.8S with like interest.

I never saw a dozen Long Islander 
move so rapidly before, ;but the hornets h'lu 
tho advantnge1;of them. This little epiaodj 
tended to make me unpopular; the native 
argued that if I did not do it on purpose 
which they strongly suspected, that: I was noi 
a safe person to be allowed around loose, so, j 
returned to the city arid my loll! "While I do 
not yet weigh 245 pounds, my stay at, Jones 
farm did me good. As he promised, he filled 
me with fresh vegetables and soft crabs 
the ozone and health I managed to accumu 
late in some mysterious way for myself, anc 
as for the "things"—well, it.wps, th« "things!

TVaMen Pond and the'Famous Hermit 


Who lilted'There. 
[apeclal CorreaDOHdence.l 


BOSTON, Oct. 25.—I visited -Walden pone 


a few days since. You know, Thoreau lived 
there alone in a house he built for himself, a 
whole mile from the nearest neighbor, and in 
his house he did his own codkirig. t This^as 
a wonderful thing for a man" to' do In New 
England, but a very common bccufrerice wesi 
of the Kocky mountains, where thousands, of 
lone men have lived twenty: miles from the 
nearest :neighbor, year in and ySjar;. out 
Thoreau wrote all about it, and very pleas 
antly, too, and became a notorious hermit 
and was'visited by 'Emersob, 'Hawthorne 
Alcott and the rest of the'book-making 'feorij 
of his time, who wrote him up stijl more, BO 
surprised were they that a college bred man 
could have the courage to sleep alone in a 
house within a quarterof a mile from the 
Kitchburg railway track. 
Somebody has 


been writing ever sine* about this literary" re- 
cluse, who hated civilization so much that he 
went and lived a whole mile from it; Then 
is every probability (that Thoreau will b» 
written up mid make his, periodical appear- 
ance in the magazines for the 'next half .cen- 
tury. 


He was a genuine lover of nature. Th» 


mistake he made was in not going to Cali- 
fornia in "49," putting Up a cabin on the 
north fork of the Stanislaus, high up in,the 
mountains, where there is Trbbi twelve' to 
twenty feet of snow from Decemter till April. 
No neighbor on either side for thirty 'miles- 
and no way out to the settlement s&vt 
on snow shoes. 
Then he and his friends 


would have had something" to brag about 
Any old California minor would have counted 
Thoreau's as a "right lively" location.,". Howr 
ever, Thoreau did the best ho could under the 
circumstances. Possibly if he had rto do it 
over again he would try a hermitage where 
he would run no risk of becoming a curiosity. 
There are islands in the Pacific; unknown aijd 
unnamed where he could. pull oblivjon over 
himsolf and not require even a suit of civDi- 
zatiou's hated raiment.

reau's time has departed;"'It is' ho\v a piciijo 
ground—a place subjecf'to excursion Inva- 
sions of the city Apaches; male..and ^female, 
from Boston—a revel ;of swiugs, boats, pea- 
nuts, ice cream and ginger beer,' while the 
well trodden woods'ecnci' with the beast-like 
cries and yells of these city savagfs, who ar» 
really very dangerous when half fuU of beer 
and armed with the' dollar revolvers and full 
set of cartridges to be bought at tne cheap 
hardware'and notion stores, and unsafe when 
flred both to the man in front or behind toe 
weapon.
